Hungary's allies, Lenine and Trotzky. 
It was Mangin’s army, with six 
American divisions included, which 
was scheduled to attack in the Lor- 
raine November 14 and to roll up 
the whole German front if the ar- 
mistice had not been accepted. 

Gen. Smuts, however, has been 
more of a politician than a sdéldier, 
and his visite to Switzerland are still 
remembered, when !t was rumored 
that he met Austrian, Bulgarian and 
Turkish delegates two years ago in 
an effort to get a working proposi- 
tion for a separate peace with Ger- 
many’s allies. 

The Allied and associated powers 
may succeed in further discussions 
of Bolshevism until the peace treaty 
is drawn up and submitted to Ger- 
many, but it is felt here that Bol- 
sheviem must be investigated, aired, 
discussed and finally recognized soon. 

Disquieting news from Germany 
indicates that the Spartacan move- 
ment is not dead, but is Mable to 
start up again worse than ever. This 
time it is feared the military leaders 
will let the Ebert government fall 
and then seize the power from the 
Spartacans. Spartacisth and Bol- 
shevism practically are synonymous, 
so if peace is not signed before the 
Spartacans assume power, the Peace 
Conference will be pet in the em- 
hearrassing position of negotiating 
peace with a form of government 
which it does not recognize. Every 
peace delegate is fully aware of this 
dapger, which is the reason for the 
speeding up of the peace and the 
signing of the treaty before things 
get in a worse muddle. 

It ia rumored here that Lenine 
and Trotzky are flirting with the 
Peace Conference by asking that the 
tolshevik government be unofficially 
recognized in order that Russia may 
obtain some reparations from Ger- 
many als6. It is understood that 
Lenine has promised to guarantee 
the payment of the French loans if 
the Allies would inciude the Rus- 
sian reparations demands from CGer- 
many.

WOULD REVISE 
ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Chambers of Commerce of the 
Country Favor It. 


New Economic Problems De- 
mand New Legislation. 


Trade Agreements Necessary 
for Conservation. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Aref- 
erendum vote of the busine&s in- 
terests of the country taken by the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States favors immediate reconsidera- 
tion by Congress of all anti-trust 
legislation and for restatement of 
such legislation in a form clear and 
com prehensive. 

A report on this referendum 
drafted by a special contmittee of the 
Chamber of Commerce headed by 
Rush C. Butler of Chicago, was made 
public today. It shows an over- 
whelming vote of the chamber’s 
constituent membership of trade ard 
commercial organizations in favor 
of four proposals submitted. 

The proposals and the vote follow: 
Congress should be asked im- 
mediately to consider the prerent 
situation of all statutes constituting 
our anti-trust legislation—for, 1543; 
against, 151. 

In reconsideration of existing 
anti-trust legislation there should be 
formulation of standards of genera! 
business conduct to be administered 
by a supervisory body—for, 1159; 
against, 389. 

An enlarged Federal Trade Com- 
mission should be made the super- 
visory body—for, 1102; against, 437. 
In view of the importance of the 
functions of the trade commissions 
as they would exist, the member- 
ship of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion should be increased to nine— 
for, 1104; against, 422. 

VOTE 18 SIGNIFICANT. 


The committee’s report and the 
results of the vote are significant 
in view of the fact that the subject 
of anti-trust legislation will be taken 
up at the seventh annual meeting 
of the chamber te be held at St. 
Louis April.28 to May 1. 

Members of the committee who 
collaborated with Chairman Butler 
in drafting the report were Silas 
B. Adams of Portiand, Me., William 
C. Coffin, of Pittsburgh, William J. 
Dean of St. Paul, Alfred B. Koch 
of Toledo, O., William L. Saunders 
of New York: Henry R. Seager of 
New York, Alexander W. Smith, of 
Atlanta, and I. C. White, of Morgan- 
town, W. Va. 

In connection with the rTrecom- 
mendations the committee pointed 
out that there is special otcasion 
for reconsideration of anti-trust 
legislation in the period of readjust- 
ment following the war. It said: 

“New and difficult economic prob- 
lems will arise for the control and 
solution of which existing legisiation 
Can searcely be adequate. Many of 
these will be projected into the post 
bellum period from the controls set 
up with official sanction during the 
war. Not all of these controls have 
been officially conducted; perhaps 
most frequently they have been ar- 
ranged by the industries themselves 
and given official approval and of- 
ficial supervision.” 

FACE NEW PROBLEMS. 

A brief review given by the com- 
mittee of the history of antj-trust 
legisiation since 1890 shows the suc- 
cessive steps taken to control monop- 
oly and agreements in restraint of 
trade and leads the committee to 
this declaration: 

“Such a brief outline as has been 
presented indicates the immediate 
need, st a time when commerce and 
industry face new problems. for a 
restatement of our anti-trust legis- 
= nay in a form that wil] be at once 
clear and comprehensive. At present 
there is an accumulation of twenty 
or more statutes resulting from 
about thirty years of legislation, 
Some of the provisions of these 
statutes involve difficulties which 
Cause them to be seldom, if ever 
invoked. An example is the section 
of the Sherman Act which authorizes 
seizure and condemnation of goods. 

“Even if it were conceded that in 
the course of some 180 proceedings 
which have been instituted by the 
Department of Justice the interpre- 
tation of the Sherman Act has been 
established, later enactments have 
departed from the language of the 
Sherman Act, and the new phrases 
leave great opportunity for perfect- 
ly honest doubt. This is a time 
which peculiarly necessitates cer- 
tainty In our national policies affect- 
ing economic problems. If it was 
true, as the President said in 1914, 
that nothing then discouraged busi- 
ness enterprise like the necessity of 
running a risk of falling under the 
condemnation of the law before it 
ig possible to make sure just what 
the law is, this discouragement op- 
erates with greatly-increased effect 
at a time when the special concen- 
tration of business ectivity for the 
war ts being succeeded by conditions 
Which contain more uncertainties 
than have even before existed. 

“In recent years different enact- 
ments have set up standards that 
have constituted re ulatory bodies to 
administer these standards, and in 
some instances have affirmatively 
granted to these bodies power to 
approve agreements. To a further 
advance in this evolutionary legisla- 
tion, the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States was formally com- 
mitted by referendum. in the early 
part of 1917. The organizations in 
the membership then voted that 
there should be remedial! legislation 
to permit co-operative agreements, 
under Federal supervision, in indus- 
tries which involve primary natura! 
resources, on condition that the 
agreements tend to conserve the re- 
sources, to lessen accidents and to 
promote the public interest. The re- 
sources in question are timber, the 
ores and deposits of useful metals 
and deposits of minerals which are 
sources of heat, light and power. 
The supervision which fs advocated 
would be in charge of the Federa! 
Trade Commission. 


SHOULD CONSERVE RESOURCES. 
“The proposal to which the cham- 


ber is thus committed, with respect 
to natura) resources, is in harmony 
with the principle which has been 
followed in enactments of the past 
five years, as above summarized. 
This principle, should now receive 
wider application. Such a proposal 
as the chamber advocates in con- 
nection with natural resources 
should be so breadened in its scope 
as to contemplate servation of all 
of our economic sources. That 
prevention of waste in industrial and 
commercial activities—wasgte of la- 
bor, waste of executive yt 
terilals—is in the pu 


* 


interest will readily be admitted. Un- 
til recent vears, however, there has 
ween no way in which to aflurd as- 
surances that the public advantage 
in measures taken to prevent waste 
would not be exceeded by disadvan- 
tages by reason of other effects of 
the means which were chosen. This 
difficulty has now been eliminated 
by reason of the experience we have 
had with the agencies which admin- 
ister standards of business conduct 
and have before them for their 
guidance the requirements of the 
public interest.”

HUN SECRET ALLIANCE 
WITH LENINE EXPOSED. 


SPARTACAN LEADERS ENTER 


INTO PACT TO TURN GER- 
MANY BOLSHEVIST. 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUMVE DISPATCH. 
LONDON, April 4.—The Chron- 


icle’s Geneva correspondent wires: 

I learn from an absolutely re- 
Hable source that a formal secret 
treaty or alliance exists between the 
German Spartacists and the Russian 
Bolshevists. This treaty was con- 
cluded January 26. between Karl 
Liebknecht ag leader of the Sparta- 
cists and Radek as plenipotentiary 
of the Russian soviet republic. The 
act of signing took place in the lit- 
tle hare room occupied by Rosa 
Luzemburg on the top floor of a 
tenement in the proletariat quar- 
ter of the city. Rosa herself, to 
whose influence the agreement be- 
tween Liebknecht and Lenine ls due, 
also affixed her signature to the 


treaty. 
By the terms Lenine undertook, 
first, to’ recognize Liebknecht as 


president of the German soviet re- 
public; second, to furnish impor- 
tant funds for the Spartacists’ prop- 
aganda; third, to place specially 
trained agents.at the disposal of the 
Spartacists; fourth. to order the 
soviet armies to take the offensive 
and cross the German frontier and 
to support simultaneous Spartacist 
legions in Berlin. 

Liebknecht on his part pledged 
himself first to establish a soviet 
government in Germany, immediate- 
ly on his advent to pewer; second, 
to observe faithfully and put into 
practice all the teachings of Lenine’s 
doctrine; third, to raise a red army 
of 500,000 men to be placed under 
the supreme command of the com- 
missary of war at Moscow. 

The murder of Liebknecht and 
Luxemburg which occurred soon 
after signing the treaty disarranged 
the concerted plan of action. The 
Red army did indeed launch an at- 
tack In spite of Liebknecht's death: 
but the Spartacists, deprived of 
leaders, were defeated in Berlin and 
Trotzky’s forces gave up the at- 
tempt to invade Germany to bring 
them aid. 

It ie a significant coincidence that 
the alliance between the Spartacists 
and the Bolshevists took place while 
Joffe was soviet ambassador in Ber- 
lin. The Spartacista were by no 
means on intimate terme with the 
Bolshevists whom they distrusted on 
account Of their eecret relations with 
Hertling’s government. Admiral von 
Hintze, then Foreign Secretary, and 
Stresemann, the notorious national 
Liberal leaders, were daily guests at 
Joffte’s well supplied table from 
which even the independent social 
leaders like Haase were rigidly ex- 
cluded. It was only after Joffe's 
expulsion from Berlin that Radek 
was sent by Lenine to negotiate 
with Liebknecht.

FORTY-SECOND PACKED.

“The genera! idea is that Bol- 
shevism will die of its own accord, 
and satisfaction is expressed that it 
cannot make headway in the Améri- 
ean zone. While recognizing that the 
inhabitants owe the quiet in the re- 
gion tothe American troops, it is evi- 
dent the population has no really 
friendly spirit for our soldiers.” 

The Third Army has granted spe- 
cial permission to a number of Con- 
gressmen to address such of their 
constituents as they find among the 
divisions in the octupied zone. The 
Congressmen have arrived at Cob- 
lenz for several days’ visit. 

Representatives Julius Kahn and 
John F. Raker of California arrived 
In Coblenz today. Mr. Kahn pre- 
viously visited several battlefields. 

RAINBOW I8 ASSIGNED.

GIVE FILIPINOS 
INDEPENDENCE! 


Baker, Speaking for Wilson, 
Says Time is Come. 


Governor-General Harrison is 
of Same Opinion. 


Special Mission Here Seeking 
Freedom at Once. 


A. Da¥ WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—Mem- 
bers of the special mission of the 
Philippine Legislature, here seek- 


ing immediate independence for the 
islands, were told today by Secretary 
Baker that he spoke President Wii- 
son's mind when he said he believed 
the time had come to grant the 
complete independence desired by 
the Filipino people. 

The ar Secretary also said he 
believed the mission would be able 
to carry home word that the Ameri- 
can people loved liberty too dearly 
to deny it to others. « 

He read a letter left by President 
Wilson when he went to rope, ex- 
pressing the hope that the mission 
would result tn “bringing about the 
desirable ends set forth in the joint 
resolution of the Legislature.” 

OBSTACLES CLEARED AWAY. 

Francis Burton Harrison, - 
or-Genera] of the Philippines, fol- 
lowed Mr. Baker with the statement 
that his experience in the islands had 
convinced him that the obstacles to 
independence that appeared to exist 
a few years ago had cleared 
away. 

The mission, including forty prom- 
inent Filipinos and headed by Man- 
uel Quezon, president of the Senate, 
upon being received in Secretary 
Baker's office today, presented a for- 
mal memorial asking independence, 
and pointing particularly to the rec- 
ord of the Philippines in the great 


war. 

STABLE GOVERNMENT. 
Presenting the memorial, Mr. 
Quezon declared there is now a 
stable government in the  Philip- 
pines, managed and supported by 
the people themselves, and that it 
can, and “will be maintained, if in- 
dependence is, granted the islands. 


He urged that now is the opportune 
time for presenting claims use 
of the principles for which the 
United States entered the world 


war, “for the liberty, the self-gov- 
ernment and the undictated develop- 
ment of all peoples.” 
After announcing that the mission 
brought to the United States a mes- 
sage of good will, gratitude and re- 
spect from all the inhabitants of 
the islands, Mr. Quezon stated he 
had been sent by his people formally 
to submit to this government the 
urgent question of their independ- 
ence, “in the confident hope it shall 
merit a righteous, just aud final set- 
tlement.”’ 
NATIONAL IDEAL. 
“Independence is the great na@- 
tional ideal of the Filipmos,.” Mr. 
Quezon asserted, “and we believe 
this is the proper time to present 
the question, looking to a favoraDdie 
and decisive action because of the de- 
clared and uniform policy of Amer- 
iin to withdraw her sovereignty 
over the Philippines and to recog- 
nize our independence as soon as 
a stable government has estab- 
lished. There now is a stable gov- 
ernment and the fulfillment of this 
solemn promise you owe to your- 
selves, to us, and to humanity at

TEN ASSEMBLY BILLS

RESOLUTION URGES CONGRESS 
TO ESTABLISH UNIFORM 
TAX ON INHERITANCES.

AGITATORS AND DOPE

“A mob at Port Said on Febru- 
ary 21, incited by agitators and in- 
toxicated with hashish, attacked the 
residential quarter.

WORKERS HOLD 
SLAVS’ FUTURE. 


Whole System of Government 
| Theirs to Dictate. 


Virus of Revolution Stimu- 
lates the Laborer. 


Soviets Know Power He 
Wields and Compromise. 


BY FRAZIER HUNT. 
(Ninth Articie.) 
[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 

PETROGRAD (by courier to 
Paris) April 2.—The situation in re- 
gard to Petrograd’s workmen at 
present is delicate. There is grave 
discontent among the thousands of 
workmen. There is a growing un- 
employed problem. Many factories 
are closed down and others continue 
to shut down, while those running 
are using only a partial force. Lack of 
raw material and fuel, worn-out ma- 
chinery and inefficiency all combine 
to cause this. 
More than once a big advance in 
wages has been granted by the gov- 
ernment on a threat of strike. But 
the wages mean little to the work- 
men, because there is much they 
cannot buy at any price. Such 
things as they can get cost from ten 
to a hundred times more than or- 
dinarily. Bread and comfort is what 
they want—-less talk and more food 
would probably state the real men- 
tal attitude of the Petrograd work- 
ingmen. 
While the power of the soviet gov- 
ernment is built on its Red army, 
with their machine guns as the arch, 
its future rests on the backs of the 
city workmen. _ Once they step out 
from under, it will fall. If the soviet 
programme cant hold these work- 
nen in place, their army can only 
beat them back temporarily. The 
Russian revolution has meant always 


that in the future the people will 
rule. 


IMBUED WITH REVOLT. 
The workmen know how to put on 
a revolution, and the men who head 
the soviet government know they 
know. Strikes may come and the zov- 
ernment may be overthrown, but the 
city workers have been touched with 
the virus of revolutionary unrest and 
a determination to put over the new 
social order, and never again wil! 
they labor under the old conditions. 
They might upset the present gov- 
ernment and pull down its head, but 
only some other type ef revolution- 
ary government and another phase 
of revolution would ever satisfy 
them. They want food and com- 
forts, but they want as well to carry 
on with their political and social 
adventures. 
In the Russian factories and the 
general industrial and commercial 
life a great class compromise is be- 
ginning. One can see this and ac- 
tually feel dt. The soviets are ziv- 
ing and taking. They are compro- 
mising themselves and certain of 
their principles. 
Take the railroad situation, for ex- 
ample. The executives are being giv- 
en their old places, and heads of 
departments are given real powers 
again over the workmen's commit- 
tees, and at least part of the old 
normal principle of authority and 
organization has been restored. 


DREAMS PUNCTURED. 
The factories and commercial en- 


terprises that have been nationalized 
have gone out into the market and 
bought with money the executive 
talent and brains that were used to 
run them in the old days. They 
have discovered that their dream of 
working class executive and work- 
man manager was just that—a 
dream. 

Possibly half unconsciously they 
are compromising with this dream. 
At present a number of the great 
factories are being managed by the 
old experts and’ executives, instead 
of the workmen's committees that 
took them over at the‘start of the 
revolution. These comnfittees still 
carry on, and p&esibly even fancy 
thew are running the shows. but the 
tendency now is to turn back to the 
old plan of talent, and this is being 
recognized and properly recom- 
pensed, because this talent and abil- 
ity is absolutely necessary in the 
great scheme of intricate modern 
industry. 

The factories still belong to the 
state, and in this there is no idea 
of compremise, but again the men 
of organizing brains are being placed 
in charge and well paid. 
DISCIPLINE IN ARMY. 


This same thing happened months 
ago in the army. They abolished 
certain distasteful military forms, 
such as saluting, but the old disci- 
pline is again in order. Today the 
soldier who loots and robs citizens 
is shot. The death penalty was one 
of the first thitgs the revolution 
abolished, but they couldn't have 
discipline without it, so they com- 
promised and brought it back. The 
officers no longer aré elected, but 
are chosen by much the same sys- 
tem as in the old days. 

Thousands of former officers who 
were at first despised and thrown 
out, are now serving in the Red 
Army. The soviets saw thev could 
not have a real, effective fighting 
body without real, trained leaders. 
So they compromised and brought 
them back. Many of the old Czar 
generals are filling staff jobs and 
really runnifvfg the army now. 

The soviet appoints commissaires. 
who check over the work of these 
officers and watch for signs of dis- 
lovalty or double-crossing, but the 
real technical army work is all done 
by these officers. 

In the governmental departments, 
again the same course is coming 
about. The soviet government is 
taking back the old experts — the 
old e®perts are going back. Thev 
are going back because thev need 
the salaries and certain privileges, 
and also because there is an uncon- 
ecious spirit of compromise abroad 
in this, stricken land. 

WORKERS RECOGNIZED. 

Most important, however. is this 
unconscious spirit of compromise in 
the factories and in the commercial 
life. The city workers, it must be 
remembered, led terrible, pitiful 
lives, under the old regime. They 
worked long hours and were paid 
from $10 to , $20 @ month. They 
lived in miserable tenements and 
their food consisted of black bread, 
fish, cucumbers and tea, and they 
never really had enough even of this. 
They were fortunate if thev were 
able to go to school long enough to 
learn to read and write. They were 
ground down to the last notch. Dur- 
ing the war thelr condition was bet- 
tered, but to no great extent. Soon, 
they: with the peasants, began to 
ery for bread and peace. 

Then came Kerensky's revolution 


with its great promise of freedom 
better But Ker- 


ensky did not even have a Minister 
of Labor in his Cabinet at first, and 
the city laborers failed to receive 
the promised new life. They were 
paid higher wages and worked 
shorter hours, but their prosperity 
brought no real comforts. So this 
class grew discontented. The revo- 
lution had promised peace and 
bread, but had given nothing. 

The city worker was fertile soil 
for seeds of Bolshevik propaganda, 
sowed partly with German money, 
and nine months later with the aid 
of the discontented soldier who 
wanted peace, he took over the gov- 
ernment and the greatest social ex- 
periment that the world ever has 
seen was On. / 

The committees of soldiers took 
over the army and the workmen's 
committees the shops and railroads 
-—the whole, country went commit- 
tee mad. There were, and are 
committees everywhere, for every- 
‘thing. But things did not go ex- 
actly on schedules. The factories 
and railroads and army that fell in- 
to the lap of soviet leaders were in 
a state of complete disorganization 
and ruin. 


THEORY FAILS. 


It would have taken a@ well or- 
ganized and skillful government to 
have gone ahead with them, but iIn- 
stead of being in such hands they 
were now in the power of men who 
never had been handlers of lador or 
great organizers or executives, By 
theory they should have been able 
to run things nicely. Executive 
brains and ability, they  bel‘eved, 
were not monopolized by any class 
-—they would prove & by rvnning 
the army shops. railroads iné gov- 


ernment themselves. But they did 
more. They tore down the whole 
social structure and turned the 


on? and the old order end for 
end. 
But this did not pan out. Little 
by little they have called back the 
old experts and executives whose 
factories they have simply taxen and 
nationalized and offered them big 
salaries if they will come and run 
the show for them. 
They have called back engineers, 
chemists, and experts of all kinds. 
They have compromised with them. 
They did the very thing they were 
positive they would not have to do 
—recoggize aristocracy, brains, and 
special ability. 
This process of calling In old ex- 
perts is going on more and more all 
the time. Committees of work- 
men still sit and look wise, but the 
old-time brains are being used 
again. The condition of the rail- 
roads has made it impossible to get 
fuel and raw materials, and the 
economic blockade of Russia has 
made it impossible to get the fac- 
tories running properly again. Hun- 
dreds are closed and thousands of 
workmen are unemployed. 
FOREIGN HELP NEEDED. 
But if one—is searching for the 
truth he must recognize that only 


a part of the blame can be laid 
directiy upon the soviet govern- 
ment’s shoulders. To rebuild Rus- 
sia’s broken economic life will take 
foreign capital and experts. Un- 
less there is a world-wide social 
revolution these thinge can be 
guined only by compromise. 

This all means a change within 
the heart of the communists. It 
means a change of leaders. Most 
ot the original leaders of the Bol- 
sheviki revolution have and are 
burning themselves out, shooting 
fire at their ideas and ideals against 
uninflammable facts of modern eco- 
nomic dependency. They have

FUEL SHIP TO 
HELP FLIGHT. 


Planes in Crossing Ocean may 
Replenish at Sea. 


If Wins Right Can Accom- 
plish Feat Without Stop. 


Department Officials Guard- 
ing Experiment Results. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE | 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Besides 
the destroyers which will patrol the 
course to be mapped for the naval 
seaplanes in their proposed fight 
across the Atlantic Ocean in May, 
a fuel ship, probably the Melville, 
will be stationed along the route 
so that if necessary the planes 
take on fuel at sea. | 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt said 
today that the route had not been 
selected; that if it were decided to 
fiy direct to Ireland, the fuel ship 
would meet the planes in mid- 
ocean and that if the course were 
via the Azores, the rendezvous would 
be somewhere between those isiands 
and the starting point. 

Some officers believe that the ma- 

chines, to make the flight, will be 
able to carry sufficient fuel for’ a 
nonstop flight, but-adverse winds 
or bad weather might so reduce the 
speed of the craft that they would 
be forced to replenish their supply 
of gasoline. If they do stop for 
fuel, the planes will ride on the 
water. This would be a rather 
dangerous operation, particularly in 
a choppy sea, and for that reason 
those in charge of preparations for 
the flight hope a stop at the fuel 
ship will not be necessary. 
Results of experiments conducted 
as a preliminary to the flight and 
detalis of the flight itself are being 
carefully guarded by naval officials 
for several reasons. In addition, 
@ number of private concerns are 
preparing for trips across the At- 
lantic and naval officials believe it 
would be unwise to disclose plans 
which it may not be possible to 
carry out.

SACRAMENTO, April 4.—The ef- 
ficlency and economy campaign of 
the Los Angeles delegation in the 
Assembly is being rendered ridicu- 
lous by the persistent interference 
of a bevy of peanut politicians, who 
bold jobs under the city or the 
county of Los Angeles and spend 
most of their time here in Sacra- 
raento during the legislative session, 
seeking to get salary increases or 


other bonuses through legislative 
enactment. 

Making an economy fight in a 
State so ridden with commissions as 
California is almost a labor of Her- 
cules. There are forty commissions 
working eighteen hours a day to 
break up the economy programme. 
The Los Angeles members have been 
putting up a good fight against the 
commissions, but they are now be- 
ing threatened with political annthila- 
tion if they do not vote to give Sher- 
iff Cline of Los Angeles county a 
bonus of $5000 a year in addition 
to the salary he now receives, and 
1° they do not vote for another bill 
increasing the pay of the Police 
Court clerks of Los Angeles. 

A lobby has been maintained here 
in ‘behalf of Sheriff Cline for two 
veeks. The members of the Los 
Angeles delegation are told plainly 
that if they do not support the Cline 
Phil, which the Supervisors of Los 
Angeles are opposing, the entire iIn- 
fluence of the Sheriff's office will be 
thrown against them when tifey run 
again. 


CLERKS IN LOBBY. 


Two Police Court clerks of Los 
Angeles have been here for a week 
lebbying for their increase, and there 
are a number of other petty tinter- 
@sts pursuing the same tactics. All 
this is followed closely by the round- 
ers of the State machine. If the Los 
Angeles members vote for the in- 
creases, then they make their ecuon- 
omy and efficiency programme ri- 
diculous. If they decline they are 
to be harpooned by the politicians 
when they return home. 

A number of prominent men in 
Los Angeles, from whom better 
things are expected, have ioaned 
their names to politicians for use on 
the Legislatures. I saw a stack of 
fifty letters and telegrams today that 
one Assemblyman had received, ask- 
ing him to stand for the $500 bonus 
to the Sheriff. If those business men 
realized how they are crucifving the 
Los Angeles delegation and menacing 
the whole economy programme they 
would not permit their names ty be 
attached to such literature. 

Several members of the Assem- 
bly remarked to me that if Sheriff 
Cline has acquired such expensive

Charge Contracts Violate the 
Cartwright Law. 


Weinstock Indirectly Involved 
in Action,

SACRAMENTO, April 4.—Chars- 
ing that certain milk-producing as- 


sociations have been 
Cartwright anti-trust law and other 


combination to increase prices, de- 
stroy competition and restrain trade, 
three Senators introduced a resolu- 
tion in the Senate today demanding 
that they be prosecuted by the At- 
torney-General. 

Senators W. E. Brown, F. M. 
Carr and E. M. Otis have in their 
joint possession a copy of a con- 
traet alleged to be made between 
the associated milk producers and 
milk dealers of San Francisco which 

been in effect for nearly two 
years. Thig contract fixes the price 
below which milk may not be sold 
in San Francisco, provides for half- 
rate to drive a competitor out of 
business, and a penalty of $1 a gal- 
lon as a fine for selling milk to 
anyone except a member of the 
trust. 

Attorneys who have seen the con- 
tract say that it is a flagrant viola- 
tion of both State and national laws. 
The militant Senators say that it was 
responsible for increasing the price 
of milk in San Francisco more than 
8 cents a pint during the term of 
the war. They charge that similar 
contracts are still in effect and that 
consumers in San Francisco and 
other northern cities are sufferers 
thereby. 

RECALLS CASE* HERE. 

The contract which they exhibit 
is signed by M. G. Lewis, president, 
and F. X. MeGuire, secretary. The 
case recalls that of the bakers in 
Los Angeles, although the offense 
alleged to have been committed is 
much more flagrant. 

The occasion for the introduction 
of the Senatorial resolution at this 
time is apparent here in Sacramen- 
to: it will be observed that one of 
the sponsors ef the resolution is 
Senator Brown of Los Angeles. The 
milk producers association at which 


Market Director Weinstock, who is 
now accused in Senate bills and 
resolutions of many and varied in- 
fractions of State statutes. 

Weinstock continues to cling ta 
his sinecure as arket director. al- 
though he has not established a sin- 
gle State market.

The resolution which goes to the 
Senate today does not charge Weir- 
stock with an offense; but if it can 
be proved that he organized the as- 
sociation and approved the contracts 
whfth tt makes, Re would seem to 
be an offender within the meaning 
of the Cartwright law. 

The State Market Commission 
spends about $25,000 annually of 
State money.

FACE HIGHER TAXES. 

(PY A P. NIGHT WIRE} 

SACRAMENTO, April 4.—The 
State Legislature was confronted 
today with the problem of either 
“shaving” appropriations or em- 
barking upon a programme of in- 
creased taxation in order to main- 
tain a surplus, which State officials 
regard as essential for use in a pos- 
sible emergency. Proposals to in- 
crease the State tax on corporations 
were discussed with Gov. Stephens 
by the subcommittee of the Senate 
Finance Committee, but it was an- 


nounced that no definite decision 
was reached. 

“An attempt to increase the cor- 
poration tax might involwe the 


State in complications with the Fed- 
eral government because this plan 
would affect the railroads.” Mar- 
thall De Motte, chairman of the 
State Board of ‘Control, said. 

It was pointed out by De Motte 
that when the State recently gave 
® negative answer to the Federa! 
government's request for a refund 
of more than $700,000 of State taxes 
to be collected on railroads, that the 
State officials went on record as not 
favoring an attempt to reduce taxes 
fearing it might result “in the Leg- 
isiature attempting to raise them.” 

CUTS STATE St°/RPLUS. 

De Motte issued statement to- 
night showing that appropriations 
increasing the apportionment for 
elementary schools and for State aid 
for orphans, if passed, would re- 
duce the State's surplus to about 
$1,153,425, which. according to 
John 8S. Chambers, State Contro)l- 
ler, “is not sufficient properly to 
protect the State's interest.”. This 
does not take into consideration 
bills introduced by members of the 
legisiature calling for approxi- 
mately $15,000,000. 

The budget recommendations for 
the next two years absorbed all‘ of 
the estimated State revenue except 
$389.000. De Motte estimated the 
surplue on June 390, next, would be 
$4,219,000. He estimated § the in- 
creased apportionment for elemen- 
tary schools, orphans’ aid deficiency 
for the present biennium, the pro- 
posed increase to $10 a month each 
for orphans’ aid, and the sum 
needed to provide during the next 
two years for 1200 new orphans.

ARE ALTERABLE 


Industrial Board will Recon 
sider if Reason To. 


Conferences with Director of 


Competitive Bids for the Navy 
Show but One Price.

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Revised 
steel prices, arranged by the Indus- 
trial Board of the Department of 
Commerce, in conference with the 
Producers, will be reconsidered, if 
the board is shown “good and sufi- 
cient reason for doing so.” 

Chairman George N. Peek today 
issued the following statement, the 
latest development in the contro- 
versy arising from the refusal] of the 
Raflroad Administration to accept 
the prices: 

“I have never said nor intimated 
that the Industrial Board ‘would 
Stand pat’ on the prices formulated 
with the steel industry, no matter 
what objections would be brought 
by other departments. Shown good 
and sufficient reason for doing so, 
the board will reconsider. With 
wisdom, it could pursue no other 
course.”

John Parkinson, the architect. was 
commissioned to undertake the 


1906, the cost with fwrnishings ex- 
ceeding $1,000,000. The hotel was a/ 
success from the beginning. and in 
1911 Architects Parkinson and Ed- 
win Bergstrom were directed by Mr.

This is the company 
which owns the Alexandria Hotel 
property. P. D. Rowan is now presi- 
dent of this company, Mrs. Gladys 
Bilicke, widow of A. C. Bilicke, is 
vice-president, and Vernon Good- 
win, manager of the hotel, is secre- 
tary of the company. Mr. Goodwin 
was associated with the potel when 
it was originally built and opened. 
The principal stockholders in the 
Bilicke-Rowan Fireproof Building 
Company are the Bilicke and Rowan 
estates. 

The growth of the California Ho- 
tel Company, which is the legal 
name ofthe company which o 
ates and controls the chain of n- 
nard hotels, is the outgrowth of an 
idea originated and developed by D. 
M. Linnard dating back ten years 
ago, when he was manager of the 
Maryland Hotel at Pasadena. He 
made a great success of the hotel, 
and came in contact with other 
Southern California enthusiasts like 
and 8S. W. Straus, president of the 
and investment 
company of that name, the main of- 
fices of which are in Chicago. Mr. 
Huntington authorized Mr. Linnard 
to go ahead with his idea of a chain 
of modern, centrally owned and op- 
erated tourist hotels.

Mr. Lott may always be relied up- 
on for style and a fine dignity of in- 
terpretation, combined with a mu- 
sical knowledge which has come to 
be regarded as an inevitable pari of 
a performance by Los Angeles’ best- 
liked baritone 

Lott was somewhat cramped be- 
cause of the manner of songs with 
which he was provided. “Oh, Red 
is the English Rose,” which he re- 
peated for encore, is not effective 
with orchestra, and Frederick Stev- 
enson's “An American Ace” is a bom- 
bastic song. with music too fam- 
boyant for the poem. The song 
was enthusiastically received, how- 
ever, due to the popularity of the 
writer as well as that of the singer.

maintaining in this way the all-American

* SEA MYSTERY. 

Looks as if the disappearance of the 
Cyclops would stand out as the unsolvable 
marine mystery of the war. The anniver 
sary of her loss has just been passed and 


there has never beon word or hint as to 


what really happened to her nor has any 
German been found who could vouchsafe 
amy plausible explanation. This United 
States collier sailed from Brazil for the 
lnited States with upwards of three hun- 
@red men on board—including three Cali- 
fornians, in March of last year and nothing 
has ever been heard since of either ship or 
crew. Never a bit of wreckage was found 
and the disappearance 18 as complete as if 
the vessel and her complement had never 
existed. Many theonjes have been advanced 
and many a yarn spun, but none had ever 
more than guesswork to stand upon. There 


President Wilson, this newspaper had the 
foresight and the courage to assert that 
peace was in sight, that Germany had prac- 
tically surrendered; and at the top of its ed- 
itorial page it printed in bold type the words, 
“Praise God from whom all blessings flow!” 
In its leading editorial The Times said that 
Germany's proposal of peace had created 


a situation’ which should be met with cour- 


age, philosophy and an unselfish regard for 
the future; it warned the people that the 
time had come to dispense with petty re- 
venge; and it declared that America would 
accept no peace offer made by the Kaiser, 
but if the people of Germany were ready to 
surrender, America could not afford to dis- 
regard their plea. The Times further said 
that Germgny must submit to the Presi- 
dent’s terms absolutely. This Germany has 
done, as a nation, in spite of her anarchistic 
minority that would prevent bringing about 
that order and reconstruction of which she 
still is in need—in order to pay her bills. 
In the same editorial The Times predicted 
that a large number of Americans would 
protest against making peace until Ger- 
many had been raped and drowned in blood. 


This prophecy proved true, for hundreds 
of Hotspurs “took their pens in hand” and 
wrote to The Times, denouncing it as pro- 
German, silly and shortsighted, accusing us 
of playing into the hands of the enemy and 
declaring that the peace offer was only an- 
other German trick to fool the Allied peo- 
ples through the medium of the press. 
Scores of those excited people, boiling over 
with patriotic intolerance, called The Times 
by’ telephone and, {n vindictive tones. re- 
monstrated with the editor. Some refused 
to divulge their names. thus causing The 
Times to place as little faith in their cour- 
age as in their convictions. Other critics 
were open in their attacks, and their frank. 
ness somewhat softened their severity. The 
Times has in its possession a number of 
courteous notes from judges, bankers, man- 
ufacturers and prominent men in various 
businesses and professions telling The 
Times, in painful terms, what an egregious 
mistake it had made, declaring that there 
was no chance of an immediate cessation 
of hostilities, insisting that the peace offer 
was only German camouflage, and pitying 
The Times because it had “got off wrong.” 
To just what extent The Times was wrong 
let the events of the last six months bear 
witness. However, these letters (all of 
which have been carefully preserved in the 
archives of The Times) make very amusing 
reading at the present time, and occasion- 
ally they are taken out of their pigeonholes 
and perused by the editor when he desires 
to be in good humor or craves solace from 
the grief and remorse occasioned by the 
murder of a spring poet or the splitting of 
an infinitive. 


“On to Berlin!” went up the ery from the 
throats of thousands of vengeful patriots. 
“Let us make no peace until Germany has 
been ravaged!” echoed the battle cry of 
the profiteers. “The Kaiser has crushed 
the world with his mailed fist—now let us 
give the tyrant and his docile dupes a taste 
of their own medicine!” Thus sane the 
advocates of an outworn system of justice— 
a justice untempered by mercy and un- 
leavened by calm reflection on higher eth- 
ical and sociological laws. 

It is good to know that, fn spite of the 
outcries of hot-heads and alarmists, the 
clamoring of the spiteful, the screechings 
of predatory commérce and the warnings of 
the unwise, Germany, largely through the 
diplomatic statesmanship of President Wi!- 
son, was forced to her knees: her willing- 
ness to surrender was proven; she accepted 
from Marshal Foch the severest armistice 
terms ever imposed in the history of war- 
fare; and (with at least a quarter of a mil- 
lion American boys’ lives spared) the Allies 
and America achieved peace with victory— 
a victory not alone over the tyrant, but over 
tyranny as well. 

And yet the tongues of the impractica- 
bles, the impatients, the irreconcilables and 
the impossibles continne to wag. The in- 
corrigible ones are still busy. Peace having 
been established, in spite of their wishes 
or warnings, these impractical, impatient 
ones are now finding fault with the Peace 
Conference because the delegates seem so 
slow in coming to a settlement. Slow? 
Slow? SLOW? Slow in determining the 
weightiest, most intricate international ques- 
tions that ever came before a conference in 
the history of the world? Slow in fixing 
the boundaries of the earth's nations and 


adjusting the conflicting claims of millions 


of people? Slow in settling the question of 
international disarmament! Slow in organ- 
izing a Society of Nations which has for 
its supreme aim the prevention of war in 
all the centuries to come! Good Lord! 
IF EVER IN ALL THE AGES THERE WAS 
A PLACE AND OCCASION FOR AN AG- 
GREGATION OF STRONG, WISE MEN 
TO TAKE TIME IN THEIR DELIBERA- 
TIONS AND ACTIONS, THAT PLACE IS 
PARIS AND THAT OCCASION IS NOW! 


The impracticables, impatients, irrecon- 
cilables and impossibles—how they would 
have nagged Moses, in his slow but sure 


leadership of the Chosen People out of thé, 


wilderness! And they would have raised 
hell over taking as much as -six days fo. 
the processes of Creation. Now they steam 
up in their sizzling ignorance and declare 
that “we” must have “our” way about every- 
thing, that America must write all her jdeas 
and ideals into the peace treaty and the 
League of Nations. As if all that Uncle Sam 
need do is to inform the conference of his 
will in order to have his will fully complied 
with! As if ALL the world were so grate- 
ful to America for her part in winning the 
war that no nation would dare oppose a 
single desire manifested by America's rep- 
resentatives! These impossibles, impatients, 
et al. forget that delegates from four other 
great powers, together with representatives 
from many newly-formed and newly-form.- 
ing nations, are also seated at that horse- 
shoe, and that any one of these nations is 
as much interested in the outcome, from 4 
financial and governmental standpoint, as 
is the United States. They forget how many 
brainy and noble-hearted men are sitting 
at that table, all primed with big and able 
ideas concerning national and world gov- 
ernment. When that treaty emerges from 
the Peace Conference, with all these ideas 
considered and sifted, it must be a product 
of accommodations and concessions — yes, 


there must be some accommodations and 
concessions 


made even to Germany. If the Al 


| 


interests involved, without the making of 
concessions by and to each party concerned. 
The very existence of any form of society— 
whether civic, state, national or interna- 
tional— depends upon compromise. No 
league of individuals, not even a family, can 
be organized for mutual protection and ben- 
efit without the willingness of its units to 
make concessions and sacrifices for the 
common good. If the delegates at the 
Peace Conference were afflicted with the 
mental astigmatism which distorts the vi- 
sion of their critics a peace treaty would be 
impossible and a League of Nations un- 
thinkable. | 


To these wild-eyed people who are shout- 
ing that we are going to have peace with- 
out victory, that we are to be cheated out 
of that which belongs to the victors, The 
Times would offer the advice: HOLD IN! 
Ponder on the things that The Times has 
just said; have confidence in the great 
statesmen who are bending every effort to 
render just decisions. A wonderful, an un- 
precedented spirit of courtesy, fairness an: 
co-operation has so far been shown at this 
Council of Nations, and The Times is con- 
fident that when the peace treaty is finally 
signed it will be no less than the best treaty 
that could possibly be drawn up. 

The delegates seated at the peace table 
have before them the most glorious, yet 
withal the most difficult, task that ever con- 
fronted a body of diplomats in the history 
of the world.

oO KNOWS? 

Pontius Pilate’s famous query, “What 
is truth?” must suggest itself to a great’ 
many modern news readers, as they try 
to make heads or tails of the hodce-podge 
of alleged news of passing events in the 
old disrupted countries of Europe. 

A definite impression seems impossible. 
All the pictures appear different. Sequence 
of events is painfully disjointed. The ll- 
max to yesterday's story turns up as the 
introduction of tomorrow's-—and the two 
stories somehow fail to connect. 

Who can get at the inward significance 
of the present passing show in Germany? 
Is the country bankrupt and tottering on 
the verge of red revolution? Is the Spar- 
tacus group—entirely wiped out, you re- 


ing a gate for Boishevik Russia into the 
heart of Middle Burope’ Is Allied-co-opera- 
tion the only hope for saving the Ebert gov- 
ernment? There is evidence to make these 
things seem likely. 

Or, on the other hand, is the new Ger- 
many craftily playing the game of the old 
regime? Is there in reality plenty of gold 
in the German coffers while the nation 
pleads poverty to bulldoze the Allied diplo- 
mats? Are the Spartacan riots staged ‘for 
the benefit of the Peace Conference? Is the 
general trend of German sentiment atill 
more toward autocracy than revolution? 
May not the dormant Hohenzollerns some 
day again become live wires? For these 
conclusions, too, the diligent inquirer can 
find ample evidence. 

What is really happening in Petrograd 
or Moscow, to say nothing of the vast areas 
of Russia and Siberia? Is the Trotzky and 
Lenine regime doomed and are the Slavs 
only awaiting an opportune moment to 
throw off the tyrannous yoke? Or have 
Bolshevik leaders a trained army of a rril- 
lion soldiers capable of extending their rule 
far beyond their present boundaries? Are 
massacre and pillage still rampant in Pet- 
rograd or has the “red” police restored or- 
der and made the streets there as safe at 
night as our own Spring or Broadway? The 
dispatches from Russia are so conflicting 
that even Solomon in all his wisdom could 
have pronounced no judgment on the evi- 
dence submitted. 

In Hungary the revolutionary situation 
changes with the rapidity of a Keystone 
comedy, and none can tell whether the play 
is opera bouffe or the prelude for a fearful 
tragedy. Are the citizens of Budapest be- 
ing driven to anarchy by sickness and star- 
vation or is the arch-plotter, Count Karolyi, 
at the bottom of another international put- 
up job? How serious is the revolt in Egypt 
which Winston Churchill before the House 
of Commons painted as a terrible pan- 
Turanic menace? Has Korea been perse- 
cuted beyond the point of endurance by 
Japanese overlords or is the oresent cry 
for independence simply a shrewd political 
move? 

The reader can gather from the dally 
news facts to confirm almost any theory. 
Honest, persevering, courageoug correspond- 
entg are straining every nerve to present 
the American public with a composite pic- 
ture of present world situations. It is not 
their fault if the dispatches conflict and the 
pictures ‘are sometimes wrongly colored. 

At personal risk and for small rewards 
these men have gone out into the worst 
disorganized and most dangerous centers 
in Europe in their zeal to get straight facts« 
to set before the public. And they have 
been lied to by propagandists and their 
stories strangled by the official censor. 
Some are deceived by the plausibility of the 
narrator, others have had their dispatches 
deliberately mutilated by the agents of for- 
eign governments or near-governments. All 
are at the merey of a meddlesome censor- 
ship whose raison d'etre ceased with the 
signing of the armistice. 

When we take everything Into considera- 
tion we must confess that the foreign corre- 
spondents are fighting an uphill baitie for 
news with zeal and vigor against heavy 
odds. 


While British diplomats are in Paris 
looking out for the interests of the empire. 
it is time for Americans at home and abroad 
to look out for the interests of the Amer- 
ican republic. The American spirit is 
alive today and will not be satisfied with 
anything that injures it in any respect at. 
the hands of the Peace Conference.

carry on a vigorous campaign. iI 
believe that the people of Los An- 
geles will see the thinness of these 
attacks against me; that they will 
see that the city is cleaner than it 
has ever been, and that more ar- 
rests were made after Hackett was 
put in charge than before. 

“Ae to the appointment of Hackett, 
I didn’t know of it until it was 
made. This occurred; as I recollect, 
after the raid on the Union League 
Club, and was done on the initiative 
of Chief Butler. The honesty of 
Chief Butler is beyond suspicion. If 
money was paid for protection, it 
would have had to reach all along 
the line. Persons seeking protec- 
tion would have begun at the bot- 
tom, and worked on up the line, and 
would not Nave undertaken to go to 
the top and work downward. There 
would be sources all along the line 


§ that would cause them trouble. 
' “The whole gist of Karr’s state- 


ment is ridiculous itn so far as it 
undertakes to link me with any 
knowledge of or consent to the rais- 
ing of a campaign fund from sources 
of vice. Karr’s telegrame to me in- 
dicate that whatever happened, even 
if he did get money, was for his 
own profit. 

“My attorneys will be In readiness 
to go ahead with my defense when 
the case is called, and I am con- 
fident of the outcome. I believe that 
citizens of Los Angeles will also 
give me vindication, and I am re- 
ceiving from many sources assur- 
ances of confidence and support.” 

Chief of Police Butler said this: 

“Bo far as the statement of Karr is 
concerned, I have this to say: That 
Mr. Karr and I have been casual ac- 
quaintances for two or three years, 
having come in contact with him as 
a’ newspaper reporter at the City 
Hall while attending meetings of the 
Police Commisation and the City 
. Council which he covered. 
_ “Our relations were purely social. 
' At no time hag he ever attempted, 
through me, to influence the ad- 
ministration of the police depart- 
ment, nof through any other person 
of whom I know. 

“Changes in assigned duties tn this 
_Gepertment are made solely for the 
purpose of promoting harmony and 
' eMficiency in the department. and not 
| at the dictation of any person. 

“If there has been any attempt 
on the part of any member of this 
department to raise a fund for po- 
litical or other purposes, it was 
without my knowledge or consent. 

AS TO HACKETT. 

Circumstances surrounding the ap- 
pointment of Sergt. William Hackett 
te command the metropolitan squad 
were explained yesterday by Chief 
Butler, following a long conference 
with Dist.-Atty. Woolwine and

The first installment of the $1000 
was tossed into his auto at Second 
and Los Angeles streets one after- 
noon by Brown, Karr says. It 
amounted to $250 In bills. He says 
he discussed the matter of Woodman 
campaizn funds with the colored 
men, and they expressed the opinion 
that a nice sum could be raised 
among the gamblers if Hackett was 
at the head of the metropolitan 
squad. 

He says he talked with Owen Mc- 
Aleer of the Board of Public Works 
and Tom Hughes of the Harbor 
Commission relative to raising a 
Woodman campaign fund in that 
way, and that he met Serget. Hackett 
at MeAleer’s office, where he says 
Hackett agreed to go into the propo- 
sition with him. 

Explaining his telegrams from 
Bacramento, in which he urged May- 
or Woodman to make a change in 
the metropolitan equad, he says he 
sent them because the negroes were 
restiess over the Mayor's apparent 
inability to bring about the chanee. 
and that soon after the chance was 
made, Police Chief Butler detailed 
Sergt.

CAUSES ARREST 


Film Actress Refuses to go to 
Would-be Husband. 
Man Taken at San Jose to be 
Examined as to Sanity. 


May Have Become Infatuated 
with Woman's Picture. 


Numerous letters and unusual ac- 
tivity on the part of H. F. Pfaff of 
Los Altos, In an endeavor to show 
that he was the “spiritual hus- 
band” of May Allison, well-known 
motion picture actress of this city. 
led to the man’s arrest in San 
Jose yesterday, according to word 
received here by Deputy Sheriffs 
Fox and Nolan. Pfaff is said to be 
held for observation as to his sani- 
ty. 

For more than a week Miss Alli- 
son is said to have kept in hiding 
for fear that Pfaff would carry out 
an alleged threat to come to Los 
Angeles to “claim her.” According 
to the officers, the man, after  in- 
effectual efforts to get the authori- 
ties to deliver the actress to him at 
Los Altos, near San Jose, came to 
Los Angeles and made an effort to 
find Miss Allison, but failed. He 
then went back to San Jose, where 
he was apprehended. The arrest 
came about following the submission 
by Judge Reeve, of letters and 
telegrams @ent to Deputies Fox 
and’ Nolan by Pfaff, to Judge Wells 
of San Jose. 

In one letter, according to the 
officers, the man sent them an affi- 
davit made by him, saying that he 
had been appointed ‘“judve de 
facto” to sit for Judge Wells and 
that he commanded them to ‘pro- 
duce the body of” the actress In his 
court in San Jose. At another 
time he sent them a check for 
$2000 to defray the expenses of tak- 
ing the actress to San Jose, as his 
“spiritual wife.”

Among the evidence to 
be shown at that time wiil be an 
affidavit by Miss Allsen that she 
never saw the man and never knew 
of him.
